He was | 
to be the Shepherd or Guardian of [srael, | 
and a Stone which would destroy their en- 
emics and finally effect their deliverance 
from spiritual bondage. The Psalmist in 
the 118th Psalm has the following words, 
of which ou: text may be considered as a| 
quotation: “ Twill praise thee, for thou!

Itis proper to remark in this place, that 
an alliision is made in this passage to un 
ancient custom of laying a corner stone, 
when any building of considerable mag- 
nitude was erected. This was a prastice | 
Which was considered indispensably neces- 

ary t@ insure success in building, and give 
permanency and duration to the edifice. 
It is perhaps difficult to ascertain precise- 
ly at what period this practice originated; 
itis Gertain however, that it was particu- | 
larly observed at the building of the ‘Tem- | 
ple of king Solomun. It is certain also, | 
that it has been regarded ina sacred man- | 
ner by all master builders in all civilized 
countries from that period down to the 
present day. In proportion to the mag- 








nitude, importance and glory of the build- 
ing to be erected, isthe importance of the | 


{uundation or corner stone considered. 
The whole system of the gospel is de- | 
pendent upon Jesus Chirist for its founda- | 
tion: with propriety therefore may he be | 
called the chief corner stone. | 
He is called, as we have seen froin the | 
prophet, ‘ta tried Stone.” This stone has | 
been peculiarly tried by its enemies. Ev- 
ery method which human wisdom could

This stone was seen in a conspicuous 
manaer by Nebuchadnezzar in his re-| 
markable dream which was interpreted by | 
the prophet Daniel. “ Thou sawest,” 
said Daniel to the king, “ till that a stone 
was cut out without hands which smote 
the image upon his feet, that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them in pieces,— 
Then was the iron, the clay, the silver 
and the gold broken to pieces together, 
and became like the chaff of the summner 
threshing floors; and the wind carried 
them away that no place was found for 
them. And the stone that smote the im- 
aye became a great mountain, and filled 
the whole earth.”’ 

We here have a beautiful figure of the 
character of the Saviour, the progress of 
his doctrine, and the ultimate triumph of 
the benevelent and purifying principles of 
the gospel of peace.
